London, Yesterday. 


There were many private talks 
between the heads of the naval 
delegations to-day and the at- 
mosphere this afternoon was slight- 
ly more optimistic. The British 
spokesman nimitted that the gitua- 
tion way difficult and-gaid that those 
conversant witth international con- 
ferences did not share the pessimism 
of certain sections of the Press. 

A French delegate told Reuter 
this afternoon that the political dis- 
cussions had not ended, but those 
anticipating the funeral of the con- 
ference would be © much mistaken, 
He concluded by saying: “pessimism 
is stupid.” 

There were intensive canvteias | 
tions to-day, by the result of which 
Mr, Ramsay MacDonald stated that 
he way “grently encouraged.” — It 
is understood that he directed his 
efforts to effect « French and Italian 
rapprochement — to reconcile M. 
Briand's demand that Italy showd 
submit a conerete percentage figure 
with the Italian attitude, insisting 
on parity with France without 
specifying a programme, 

_ M. Briand , Confident 
Rugby, Yesterday, 

M. Briand who saw Press repre- 
sentatives this evening, said he was 
not going back to France until the 
end of the week, He was.still_con- 
fident that the Conference could 
come to definite results in the gen- 
eral interest of’ peace.. 

Determined efforts have. been 
made to-day to overcome the diffi- 
culties which had brought the Naval 
Conference to an apparent impasse. 
These efforts have been mainly in 
the course of private conversations 
which Mr, MacDonald ‘has had at 
10, Downing Strect with ‘each of 
other chief delegates in turn. He 
saw Admiral Wakatsuki, (Japan) 
this morning and Mr. H. L. 
Stimson (America) to-night, but 
particular interest attaches to the 
conversations he had this afternoon, 
first with Signor Grandi (Italy), 
und afterwards with M. Briand 
(France) who remained nearly two 
hours, The effect of these con- 
versations is authoritatively de- 
scribed _ as encouraging, Diffi- 
culties still exist, and are considers 
able, but the deadlock is by no 
means gomplete, 

In addition to the private. con 
verdations already mentioned Mr. 
Stimgon and Mr. Briand had a long 
talk this morning while Mr. Pietri, 
French Colonial Minister, called on 
Signor Grandi. ~ : 

Crux of Difficulties 
Importance is attached to the im- 
pending arrival of the French 
Premler,.

DAIRY FARM MEETING 


The excellent work done during tho 
past year by the veterinary and farm 
staff of the Dairy Farm, Ice and Geld 
Storage Company, Limited, was duly 
acknowledged this morning at the an- 
nual meeting of sharcholders. 


The Chairman (Mr. J. P. Warren), 
in the. course of his speech, mentioned 
that the farm’s herd had now reached 
85 per cent, of immunity from rinder- 
pest. A shipment of Ayrshires, select- 
ed by experts from approved herds -in 
Scotland, had arrived in the Colony on 
Jepuary 31, and ao larger supply of 
milk could now be confidently looked 
forward to. 


As regards the supply of milk, na- 
tive dairy farmers had suffered. severe 
losses from rinderpest, thus creating an 
increased demand on the Dairy Farm’s 
resources. - Consequently, supplies’ to 
regular customers had to be slightly 
curtailed. Alarmist rumours as to the 
state of the farm's herd had been 
promptly contradicted through the 
medium of the Press, 


Chairman's Speech 
The Chairman said:—

state of the herd and the resultant in- 
creased milk yield, to which I will refer

NO ONE : TO BLAME 


The Marine Court of Enquiry, 
presided over by the Harbour 
Master, Comdr. G. F. Hole, con- 
cluded its investigation’ yeaterday 
afternoon into the circumstances 
surrounding the collision between 
the as. Tanda and the s.s. Anking 
off Pedro Blanco on the early 
morning of February 26. 

After Capt. Pilcher, master of 
‘the Tanda, had given his evidence 
—which evidence was, corroborat- 
ed by other offtcars on board—the 
Court returned a finding in which 
both masters of the vessel con- 
cerned were - exonerated from 
blame. 

The full finding of the Court is 
as follows: 

We find that the British 8.8, 
Anking officlal No, 148568 of Lon- 
don of which Mr. Robert Ritchie 
(Certificate of Competency as 
Extra Master No. 031684 of Dun- 
dee) was Master came into colli- 
sion in dense fog with the British 
8.8, Tanda No. 136289 of Glasgow 
of which Mr. Elias Tomlin Pilcher 
(Certificate. of Competency as 
Extra Master No. 081625 of Lon- 
don) was Mager in an approxim- 
ate position Lat. 22.26 N.. and 
Long, 118.18 E. at 1.40 am. (local 
time) on February 26, 1930, . 

We find that the Anking, being 
on a voyage from Hong Kong to 
Swatow ‘was on course N. 75 E, 
true, speed slow at 132 a.m. At 
1,34 hearing a‘ long blast from a 
ateamer about one point on her 
port bow she altered course to N, 
86 E. (true).

COURT 


OWNER DISCHARGED 


The master and owner of the 
Cheung On were chargo before 
Comdr. G. F. Hole R.N. at the 
Marine Court this morning with 
having allowed their steamer, to he 
overloaded ‘above the Plimsoll 
mark. 

Mr, T. G. Bennett appeared for 
the owner and pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Lowe, Boarding Officer, anid 
that he examined the load Ine at 
10.30 am. on March 10, and de- 
cided that the ship was ‘overboard- 
ad four inches above the line. He 
called Mr, Cairns, another boarding 
officer, to witness It, and there was 
no doubt that the contre of the disc 
waa submerged to a depth of four 
inches.

He thereupon 
withheld the clearance of the ship. 
At 1 a.m. he returned to the ship, 
and found tho first mate standing 
by. The lattor informed him that 
the vessel was still one inch over- 
loaded, but was atill discharging. 
Mr. Lowe said that he waited till

PLANET . 


REPORTED T0 BE LARGER THAN 
THE EARTH 


BEYOND NEPSUNE 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
° Yesterday, 
Professor Harlow Shapley, Direc. 
tor of Harvard University observa: 
tory, haa announced that the Lowell 
observatory flagstaff at Arizona has 
discovered a new planet situated 
beyond ‘Neptune, larger than tho 
earth, but smaller than Uranus, — 
Reuter's American Service. 
[Neptung, the outermost known 
planet ‘of the solar system, is 
~ about 2,766,000,000 miles from 
the sun. Its orbit is more nenr- 
ly circular than that of any 
other major planet, Venus excent- 
ed. Its ‘time ‘of revolution is 
165 years. Being of the eighth 
atellor magnitude it is invisible 
to the naked eye. In a small 
telescope it cannot be distin- 
guished from a fixed star, but in 
a large ono it is seen to have a 
disk about 23 inches in gia- 
meter, of a pale bluish hue. Both 
its optical aspect and the atudy of 
its spectrum seem to show that it 
resembles Uranus, The detec- 
tion of Neptune through its action 
vpon Uranus before its existence 
had been made known — by 
observation is a striking example 
of the precision reached by the 
theory of the celestial motions. 
The planet Uranus, before its dis- 
covery by Sir William Herschel in 
1781, had been observed as a fixed 
“star on at least 17 other occasion 
beginning with .

PROBLEMS FOR TIENTSIN 
The Tiontsin Country Club are ad: 
vertising for the services of a seven- 
piece dance orchestra. It sounda a 
simple request. But inquiry shows that 
to get together musicians such as aro 
wanted is not the easy matter It might 
appear to the layman. : 

Mr. “Whitey” Smith, the lender and 
organiser af one of Shanghai's best 
known orchestras pointed out that an 
orchestra is something mare than seven 
men who can play seven different ins 
struments, i 

“The basis of the group must be at 
least four men playing major instru: 
ments who ure masters of their instru- 
ments. Ayound these can be added 
other players and the whole must bo 
constantly culled and pruned to keep 
it at top notch efficiency. These four 
men are not easy to find. : 

There is not a jax moment in the 
life of a player in nm leading orchestra, 
‘Not only must-he practise daily to 
keep alive the tempo of the group until 
they play like one, but he must be 
always working on new pieces, keeping 
up with what is new in musical scores, 
and the road is not a8 easy os it may 
look, 

Popular Delusions 


A popular impresaion is that if an 
orchestra is capable of playing dance 
music it can easily turn to classical, but 
attempts in this direction in Shanghai 
prove the futility of the idea. One does 
not have to think hard to recall orches- 
tras that could provide tho. most 
maving concert music during a dinner, 
but Jater were incapable of playing 
anything to which people could dance. 

Thus is the choice doubly diMeult for 
the hotcl or restaurant mannger. 
Either he can have classical music that 
will attract people by virtue of ita 
moving quality, or else he can furnish 
dance selections that will attract tha 
nimble-footed. Hv ennnot do both with 
the same orchestra. 

For the past decnde the fashion has 
called for dance music, but musicians 
who have been long in the business ara 
well aware that tastes may change 
and for that reason they do their best 
to provide dance music that will keep 
people dancing indefinitely, 

With no intention of hurting any- 
one’s feelings, it haa been found that 
the best dance music is provided by 
musicians from countries which are in 
the van in producing i.c. writing and 
playing music of this sort. Therefore, 
the most popular danco orchestras in 
Shanghai are built around a nueleus of 
forcigners, whilst musiclana from ad- 
jacent countries take first honours lt 
classical productions. 


What of the Salary? 


As for the remuneration, this varies 
as much as the music of which the 
orchestras are capable. An average 
orchestra of Filipinos draws in Shang- 
hai perhaps $300 per month each. For 
Q seven-pieco group this means on 
initial expense of $2,100 for o cabaret 
owner. On the other hand Shanghai's 
hest known orchestra has a monthly 
‘verage wage of ‘five times this with 
other extras thrown in which bring it 
to over’ $12,000 monthly. p 

The figure is not high when one re- 
calls that an orchestra of finely trained

Chinese “B” and Eastern 
Junior Finalists - 
- To-morrow’s Amended 
Programmes

The re-shuflling of the Kowloon 
eleven, had disastrous results in 
thelr Semi-Final Tie with the 
Somersetsy last Saturday.. For a 
team with a Shield fighting record 
such as they possess one naturally 
expected a real tussle but alas they 
never recovered from their first 
minute shock of Knapp finding their, 
citadel with a neat header, Butcher 
was not looked after enough and 
when he gets on the cun he wants 
catching. There is -nothing like 
getting down to it In real earnest 
early as Butcher did for an ‘eafly 
goal is very encouraging for a aide 
raced ag the “Sets” were with op- 
ponents of formidable repute. It 
was apparent that the Soldiers 
meant to have further interest in 
the competition for. they worried 
Kowloon’s defenders u great deal 
although fuiling to score again in 
the first half. Angus timed hig run 
ont a little” too late to. prevent 
Earley gaining possession to neatiy 
lob the ball. over the head of the 
approaching keeper to make hia 
aide a little safer for victory, Kow- 
loon efforts lackéd method’ and in 
consequence they never looked like 
scoring.

A Uttle later Guest paved 
the way for defeat by not keeping 
his hand out of the way, to. rob his 
aide of the best scoring chance of 
the game, It is a matter for con- 
jectux:, whether, had the “Sets” 
opened their account then, the 
pendulum might have swung the 
other way. Before the interval the 
Chinese were two up by the aid of 
Lo Chal-wau and Lo Hung-ching. 
In the concluding forty-five minutes 
the “Seta” had the greater part of 
the play and compelled“ the!r-oppon- 
ents to concentrate upon defensive 
work and the Chinese by carefully 
packing their goal-mouth they 
emerged with honours, although 
Palmer yot very near on one occa- 
sion, The “Seta” only goal, 
through Layshon, came too late to 
be of any real advantage but if they 
had opened their account during the 
first half it would have forced at 
least extra time. 

After showing considerable pro- 
mise in the earlier rounds, Kowloon

OBJECTIONS. TO MARRIAGE 


The status of marriages of more 
than 200 ‘white American girls to 
Yilipinos hinges on the outcome of an 
injunction which Judge’ William Doran 
has granted to Mrs, Stella Robinson, 
temporarily preventing the marriaga 
of her daughter, Miss Ruby Robinson, 
x “tuxi dancer,” to Tony Moreno, 
Pilipino. . 

Marriage licences have been issued for 
Filipino-American alliances since 1921 
on the basis of an opinion by a county 
attorney to the effect that Filipinos are 
Malays, 

The present action is based on a 
Californian law which prevents the 
marriage of white persons to Mongo: 
lians in the state, 

Mrs. Robinson declared, in obtaining 
the injunction to prevent her daugh- 
ter’s marriage, that modern cthrologi- 
cal research proved that the Filipinos 
were actually Mongolians and not 
Malays as had been supposed. Thus 
they came under the provision of tha 
state law. 

Scientific opinion on the racial char: 
acteristics and origin of the Filipinos 
is admittedly divided and the outcome 
of the Robinson action will be watched 
with keen interest both in Los Angeles 
and in the Philippines.
